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JOIN RED CROSS 

Stale Chairman Frederick A. Wallin, 
of the 10311 Hed Cross Roll Call, In a 
statement given to the press Saturday, 
rolled upon all Roll Cnll Chairman, 
Chapter Chairman and workers in the 
Red Cross campaign to redouble their 
efforts the coming week to make cer¬ 
tain the attainment of the 123.000 quo¬ 
ta accepted by Chairman Wallis for 
the state. 

“Telegrams have been pouring tn 
the state headquarters office". Mr. 
Wnllls said, “disclosing activity thru- 
out the entire state In the Red Cross 
Roll Cnll, which Is In Its first week of 
vigorous campaigning. The 123,000 
members nre absolutely essentlnl to 
meet th quota allotted to Kentucky. 
The Nntlnnl Red Cross quite natur¬ 
ally expects n quick and generous re¬ 
sponse from the people of the state 
In return for what the Red Cross Is 
doing in the state, 

“The Red Cross has distributed re¬ 
lief averaging $30 In Kentucky the 
past year for every dollar It has re¬ 
ceived from Kentucky. In some coun¬ 
ties It has distributed In the pnst 
twelve months food, clothing, bedding 
and cash aggregating from $23,000 to 
$100,000 in n county. 

“The appeal Is fervently made to 
every man and women in the state to 
become a member of the Red Cross, 
thus not only showing appreelntlon 
for Red Cross ns n national organiza¬ 
tion but that every individual may 
have some part in this great humani¬ 
tarian service. 

"In my trips thru the state, cover 
ing a large number of “counties, many 
people complain that no one has yet 
called on them to give them opportuni¬ 
ty to join the Red Cross. Only by 
sending workers Into each block can 
the city or town be thoroly covered, 
and only by sending workers along 
the highways can the rural districts of 
the counties be reached nnd given 
opportunity to join.” 

The campaign started in Kentucky 
Armistice Day, November 11, and will 
close Thanksgiving Day, November 30. 
Chairman Wallis is anxious that the 
Kentucky quota be reached anil ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that if each of 
the workers realized Ids responsiblliey 
and the chapter and roll call chair¬ 
men kept up their work with the 
same enthusiasm ns marked the preli¬ 
minary campaign, there would bo no 
doubt of Kentucky reaching the quo¬ 
ta allotted. 

Chnermnn Wallis left Sunday for 
another trip, which will include sever¬ 
al counties of western Kentucky, with 
meetings at Eddyvllle Monday at noon 
a meeting of workers nt Kuttawa in 
the afternoon nnd a mass meeting nt 
Renton nt 7:3(1 in the evening. 

Tuesday he will attend a noon lun¬ 
cheon conference at Fulton and a 
mass meeting at 0:30 at Hickman. 
Wednesday he will meet representa¬ 
tives of a number of chapters at Clin¬ 
ton will address a luncheon meeting 
at Russellville Thursday. He Is ex¬ 
pected to he hack at state headquar¬ 
ters Friday night.

A New Civilization 


CHAMPAIGN,I LL„ Nov. 17—Sena¬ 
tor George W. Norris (R.) of Nebras¬ 
ka said Inst night that selfish ambi¬ 
tion to accumlnte money must be curb¬ 
ed by law If clvllizntlon Is to stand. 
He recommended progressive taxes up¬ 
on inheritance to redistribute wealth; 
shorter hours for labor, nnd a human¬ 
izing of the statute books, while speak¬ 
ing on "The New Civilization.” 

Lleut.-Oov. Thomas Donovan of III., 
presented the Cardinal Newmnti me¬ 
dal for statesmanship, for 10.73, to 
Senator Norris. Telegrams were re¬ 
ceived from President Roosevelt anil 
Mr. William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor. The 
President’s telegram said in part: 

“George Norris more than deserves 
lids award nnd I congratulate the 
foundation upon tills selection. We 
ought to shorten the hours of labor 
nnd toll, but we ought to limit the 
right of wealth to entail itself from 
one generation tn another. A progres¬ 
sive inheritance tax would make It Im¬ 
possible for the property of one gener¬ 
ation to be pnssed on intnet to the 
people of a succeeding generation,” 

The Nebraska Senator attacked men 
of wealth who dodge Just taxes .re¬ 
ferring to recent "disclosures of the 
unreasonable power wielded. And the 


wicked nnd Inhuman way In which 
these men hnve tried to control even 
the policies of our federal govern¬ 
ment.” 

The fnctory owner, in replacing men 
With machines, Senator Norris said, 
should share the Increased profits 
with labor by Increasing wnges nnd 
shortening boars of the remaining em¬ 
ployees ; nnd share with consumers 
by decreasing prices. 

He said that accumulation of pro¬ 
perty by tlie few mennees tlie perpe¬ 
tuity of government, nnd that the 
burden of permanently feeding nnd 
clothing 12.000.fK1n unemployed would 
break down nay system of public 
charity or tnxntlon. 

He was certain, be snhl. Mint Amcri- 
ran farmers would never nreopt pea¬ 
santry, American workmen never be¬ 
come tollers like those of Tsarist Rus¬ 
sia for "they have tasted too often of 
human freedom nnd before these ad¬ 
justments could be brought about we 
would bo plunged Into a revolution 
greater nnd more cruel than any re¬ 
volution which has ever taken place. 

"We must do something now, and 
we most be willing to suffer the dis¬ 
astrous changes which must take plnce 
in order to save our civilization nnd 
our system of government." 



TAX AMENDMENT PASSED 

In spite of the bunglesome manner 
In which it was submitted, and In 
spite of the propaganda used against 
its approval by selfish interests, Ken¬ 
tucky voters at the regular election 
approved tlie removal of n state tax 
on real estate under the auspices and 
direction of the general assembly. 

The approval of this amendment to 
pens the way for the fulfillment dp 
pledge made to Kentucky home ow 
net's by candidate Raliv Laffnon. 

It was never intended Mint ralln 
'companies with valuable truckage nr 
terminal holdings, or that corpora 
tions with large buildings or that 
large land holdings for any purpose 
other tlinn homes should tie exempted 
from tills taxation. Itut these nnd o- 
tlrer Interests tried to obscure the vi¬ 
sion of voters by making it appear 
that this would tie done. 

There are very few states (if any, 
in the union which still tax distinctly 
local property for tlie use of the state. 
Local property everywhere hears tlie 
expenses of local government. Schools, 
roads, tlie care of the poor and tlie 
unfortunate, tlie cost of county gov¬ 
ernment, all of these fall directly on 
the farm home. In the bleat civiliza¬ 
tion a home is tlie community's most 
precious asset and should perhaps tie 
free of taxes of any kind. Rut the 
home Is easy to find and it Is the goat 
where its occupants will stand for It. 

A state has the overseeing, licensing 
a yd taxing of all corisiratlons. public 
utilities and organizations doing busi¬ 
ness not strictly local. In the main 
these tiro'.iertles and franchises are 
exempt from local taxes. A state go¬ 
vernment which cannot draw mi this 
class of property for its own support 
Is not functioning properly and must 
lie reorganized.

Always in Advance 
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HOPE ITS PAID FOR 

Taxpayers bought Governor Lnffoon 
u $4,325 Cadillac the other day out of 
money the Legislature appropriated 
for the upkeep of public buildings. 
That fund ran short last fiscal year. 
So did the Governor, nnd tapped the 
“emergency fund” for office expenses. 

He Is the first Governor Kentucky 
has furnished a private conveyance. 
The 1032 Legislature, on recommen¬ 
dation of Governor Lnffoon, put a ban 
on departmental cars. The new stute 
carriage cost the treasury $4,025, 
whether in cash or the customary in¬ 
terest-bearing I o Us is not divulged. 
A trade-in value of $3no was allowed, 
on the Bulck presented to the Govern¬ 
or two years ago by tax department 
employes. 

This present transaction, however, 
is not in the nature of a gift. The 
purchase was approved by the sinking 
fund commission of which the Govern¬ 
or is chairman. It might prove em¬ 
barrassing for him as chairman also 
of the budteg commission shuld any 
other member of the sinking fund 
body desire personal luxuries nt pub¬ 
lic expense and insist upon reciprocity. 

The Governor fares well. He draws 
a salary of $0,500 and a “contingent* 
fund of $0,000 for which he is accoun¬ 
table to no one. He resides in a fur¬ 
nished mnnsion, light, heat nnd water 
free, nndservnnts from the Reform¬ 
atory. He rented his home in Mad- 
isonville to his Highway Commission 
and sold it his lot for$t5,000 cash. 

It’s n comfort to know that next 
time Governor Lnffoon goes to Wash¬ 
ington to advise the federal govern¬ 
ment how financially unable Kentucky 
is to help feed its hungry citizens, he 
can roil down Pennsylvania avenue in 
a style that does credit to a proud 
commonwealth.— Courier Journal.

Replace Weak Queens and 
Weed Out Diseased Colo¬ 
nies Before Packing. 

Rv Ooortre H Hen. New York Stnta 
ColL'KO of AKrW'Ultllfp. — WMT M«rvl e. 

Before packing bees for winter* 
weak queens should be replaced and 
nny dise ased colonies dc-troyi I. 

Plenty of honey should be left fo* 
winter. When the flnnl surplus is re¬ 
moved. single-story colonies should 
have the upper ten combs full of 
honey. It Is a mistake to remove toe 
much honey nnd to depend on fiedinf. 

Lees should he moved out of a windy 
location for the winter. The move 
may mean tlie loss of many l>» hut 
the loss will not lie serious, as only 
the young hoes retired late in the sea¬ 
son live over the winter. 

Winter insulation may he applied 
any time after the colonies have been 
prepared for winter. Packing case* 
of various sorts may he used. Wood 
cases made of good grade of Milling are 
expensive hut will last for ninny yean. 
Tar or asphalt paper is safl*factorr 
If properly applied. "Sin:■ m’ f It" if 
one of tiie most economical tar p iper* 
to use. 

The colonies should lie about 4 to d 
Inches from the ground. If two or 
more colonies are to la* packed. It 1* 
more economical to pla •«* them 1* 
pairs, both facing toward the south, 
or oast if possible. Set them tightly 
against each other. The space be¬ 
tween tiie bottom hoards and the 
ground should lie tilled with packing 
material. Then place the slaters' felt 
around the two colonies, standing If 
on edge ns tightly ns possible against 
the ground. I so laths to hold the felt 
In place. 

Four to six inches of the (nicking 
material should lie packed bet wees 
the felt ami the hive sides. Then put 
on tiie top parking and fold the felt 
over, t'se an additional piece of felt 
for a cover. Twine should he tied to 
projecting nails in the lath below and 
carried around and over the hive until 
the whole package Is securely tied 
against damage from wind. 

For best results the packing should 
be done before the ground freeze* 


Warm Storage Is Best 

for Potatoes at Start 

Potatoes should he stored tit a tem¬ 
perature around 50 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit for the first tew weeks, say* 
Prof. Ora Smith of the New York: 
State College of Agriculture, as thU 
temperature will allow cuts and 
bruises on the tubers to heal. Pota¬ 
toes which are stored Immediately at 
a temperature of 33 degree*, full U 
heal nnd lose as much as 25 per «enl 
In weight by decay. They also los£ 
much additional weight by sJ/fM.-wge 

An approximate temperature of Otf 
degrees may be obtained by keeping 
the doors and windows of the storage 
open during the day. to let in wofttr* 
air. and closed nt night, nr, if the 
weather is extremely cold, a wood 
or coal stove might he used. 

After the first few weeks, the tern* 
perature should he lowered to 20-38 
degrees Fahrenheit, and this temper¬ 
ature should lie maintained during 
the entire storage period. 

The humidity should be bet wee i 35 
nnd 05 per cent, or just below satura¬ 
tion. so that no moisture cn ideusea 
on tiie walls or ceiling or collects o* 
the top layer of potatoes. If the tem¬ 
perature Is low. usually no harm re¬ 
sults even if the top layer of (iota- 
toes is moist. 


Soil Absorbs Limestone 

Tests recently completed at the Olil* 
experiment station inillente Unit the 
reaction between finely grniru lime¬ 
stone ami soil ackls procct - with 
surprising speed. Underpin. , a! con¬ 
ditions. however, tiie rate of • leruinp®- 
sition is not so great, because com¬ 
mercial ground limestone is not so uni¬ 
formly fine nnd cannot be mixed with 
soil ns perfectly. The moisture con¬ 
tent of tiie soli Is Important; lime¬ 
stone Is not decomposed In dry sstL 
Although the limestone as such ha* 
disappeared by reaction with tiie suit. 
It lias not been lost. The lime con¬ 
tent iias simply combined with soil 
1 acids, neutralizing and being held by 
them. Tills active lime is gradually 
removed by crops and lost by solution 
In drainage water and by surface wash.
